1 . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses a motor vehicle ventilating device comprising a housing (26), 
fastening means for attaching the housing (26) to the roof of the cabin of a motor 
vehicle and a fan (34) positioned in the housing (26) ; the housing (26) defining a 
closed chamber (30) equipped with an air inlet opening (42) and at least one air outlet 
opening (38) for delivering to the vehicle cabin through the outlet opening the air that 
is drawn into the housing (26) by the fan (34) through the inlet opening (42) ; wherein 
the housing is defined by two half-shells (26, 28) joined to each other in a airtight 
manner, the first half-shell (28) being designed to be attached to the cabin roof and 
the second half-shell (26) having the air inlet and outlet openings made in it ; the fan 
(34) being an axial fan, according to all features of independant claim 1 . 

2. Dependent claims 2-30 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
